nm-lent Egyptians, 1,800 years before 
the Christian era. 


This extraordinary find was madebr 


some of the early settlers, whose curi- 
osity beinjr excited by something un- 
usual in the character of certain large 
•tones, seeming to cover the entrance 
to a cavern of some sort, removed the 
game, coming to others whose singular 
appearance for atones In a natural 
state caused them to push their inves- 
tigations further. These obstructions 
being tnken away, the mouth of nn ap- 
parently deep nnd gloomy cave was dis- 
closed to their W/.P. 
This proved to 


be a catacomb, formed In the bowels 
of the limestone rock, about 15 feet 
below the surface of the earth. 


Having nd'led to their numbers and 


provided lights, they descended and 
entered, without further obstruction, a 
spacious apartment, where they were 
astounded to find thnt at the sides and 
extreme ends were formed niches and 
compartments occupied by figures rep- 
resenting men. 


Their surprise was much greater 


when, on further research and inquiry, 
it was found that these figures were 
actual mummies In the condition be- 
fore stated. 
Most unfortunately, the 


original discoverers were uneducated 
people and, it being at a period vphen 
a bloody and Inveterate ivnr was being 
carried on between the Indians and 
the whites, supposing, In their igno- 
rance, that these were the remains of 
gome tribe of Indians, a revengeful 
and vindictive spirit urged them to de- 
struction.—Adventure Magazine.

expended from both federal and state 
sources are less than one-half of an- 
nual expenditures made for rural hifh- 
war purposes. 


The other funds have been expend- 


ed, first, under state jurisdiction on 
the secondary roads, and, second, un- 
der county nttd' local supervision, on 
the county and purely local roads. 


The net result is that as we swing 


Into 1024 there are approximately 
480,000 miles of highways in 
the 


United States on which there has 
been 
some degree of Improrement 


from those of sand-cisy up to the 
heaviest 
and most 
durable 
roads 


known to modern engineering. The 
total mileage of al! types of roads in 
the country Is 2,941.294. 


This achievement, which gives us a 


mileage of Improved roads almost 
four times as great as all of the roads 
In the United Kingdom, has been at- 
tained Just In time to take car* of 
the swelling army of motor car drivers 
and it will be only by a continuation 
of the present program for the next 
ten years that we can finally arrive 
at a completed system approximating 
the needs of highway traffic. 


The principal problem to the stu- 


dent of highway transport Is that of 
how an undertaking of this size Is to 
be financed, requiring as it does, and 
will for a decade, an annual appropria- 
tion ot at least $1,000,000,000 from na- 
tional, state and local sources. 


The answer has been obtained, in 


part, through conferences between offi- 
cials of the American Association of 
State Highway Officials, the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
the Investment Bankers of America 
and the bureau of public roads. 


The chief point* were that all who 


benefit 
from highway construction 


should join In paying for them, that 
maintenance of the interstate and 
state systems Is justifiably chargeable 
against the motor user, that highway 
expenditures should be based 
upon 


budgets and should not be out of line 
with other public needs, and finally 
that depending upon the comparative 
stage of the highway program, long 
term bond issues should be voted to 
profide for immediate construction of 
the principal systems which must In- 
erltably cost the public less to bull* 
and maintain than to go without.
